Tanks, Artillery and In- 
fantry Draw Line About 
German Frontier to 
Force Payment. 


Paris, March §.—Allied troops are 
éncamped in three of the most flour- 
ishing cities of western Germany— 
Ruhrort, Duisberg and Dusseldorf— 
to remain there until Germany pays 
or promises to pay the reparations 
demanded by the supreme allied 
council. 

The administration of the newly- 
occupied territory will be the same 
as at present applied‘in the Rhine- 
land. German officials and em- 
ployees will carry on affaires accord- 


| ing to German laws and regulations, 
; but under the general control of the 
allied troops, commanded at Dues; 


seldorf by the French general, Gau- 
cher, and at Diusburg by the Bel- 
gian general, Beaurain. 


Americans Non-Participants, 
Though nothing has been definite- 
ly settled regarding the method of 
collecting customs, beyond the em-

‘PROBLEMS AT ONCE 


Foundation for Adminis+ 
tration’s Course Laid at 
Initial Cabinet Meeting 
Tuesday.

Washington, March 8—There is 
reason to believe that on or before 
next Friday important steps will be 
taken by this government in a num- 
ber of the international situaiions 
confronting it. 

The foundation for the adminis- 
tration’s course was laid at” the 
Tuesday session of the cabinet, the 
first held since President Harding 
took. office. Numbered among the 
decisions said to have been reached 
were: 

The prompt dispatch of a special 
message to the senate by Harding, 
asked ratification of the long-pend- 
ing Colombian treaty, thus assur- 
ing Colombia of this government’s 
intention to pay the $25,000,000 Co- 
lombia claimed in connection with 
American possession of the Panama 
canal, 

The next step is this government’s 
action toward stopping hostilities 
between Panama and Costa Rica 
end attempting to effect a peaceful 
settlement of the trouble in Central 
America. 

Yap Problem. 

The general course to be pursued 
by this government in replying to 
the foreign notes on the Japanese 
mandate over the Island of Yap and 
toward the British answer to Ameri- 
ca’s demands for consideration in 


planning disposition of the Mesopo- | 


tamian oil fields. It is understood 
that the new administration’s course 
will support that of the retiring ad- 
ministration, Secretary of State 
Hughes having been consulted by 
Secretary Colby in the earlier notes 
on the subject. 

There is a . marked disposition 
among all the high officials of the 
government to avoid any discussion 
whatever of what may be the in- 
ternational procedure of this gov- 
ernment, which has only served to 
emphasize the belief of republican 
leaders that, in so far as the exec- 
utive end of the avenue is concerned, 
it occupies @ leading place in mind.

Although train service on the A., 
B. & A. railway is yet at a stand- 
still because of the strike that has 
been in progress on that line since 
no‘n of last Saturday, a promising 
note was sounded in the announce- 
ment that the United States medi- 
ation board has formally set in mo- 
tion the machinery through which 
it igs expected that a settlement of 
the wage controversy may be affect- 
ed. 

In a brief statement covering the 
case Tuesday afternoon Judge W. Il. 
Chambers, commissioner of the me- 
diation board, declared that he, with 
Whitehead Kluttz, assistant com- 
missioner, had started preliminary 
work on fhe case, and they both ex- 
pressed themselves as hopeful that 
they would. be able to bring the 
railroad heads and the labor organ- 
izations to an agreement, 

Judge Chambers, who has had 
many years in the work of mediat- 
Ing labor disputes, and who is a 
former Georgian, acted as a medi- 
ator in the bitter struggle that took 
place several years ago, when the 
big strike occurred on the Georgia 
railroad over negro. firemen. 


“We have held brief conferences,” 


declared Judge Chambers,’‘with Col- 
onel B. L. Bugg of the railway and 
have also met the o nized labor 
chiefs. We have only’ proceeded in 
a preliminary way, however, and 
cannot yet make an announcement 
as to progress. We expect to hold 
further meetings with each of the 
opposing sides during the day Wed- 
nesday,”’ concluded Judge Chambers.

“Let The Constitution award one 
thousand silver and bronze medals 
to the schoo] boys of Georgia this 
year,” is the motto of the scores of 
schools in the state that are inter- 
ested in The Constitution’s offer. to 
give medals to the students coming 
up to certain requirements in ath- 
letics.

In Spite of 
Disgust at Council 


Editor Constitution: At the 
meeting of city counc!l on Mon- 
day Mayor Key cast his. de- 
ciding vote in favor of having our 
police force managed by men who 
have been publicly prominent as de- 
fenders, protectors and friends of 
convicted criminals, - gamblers, 
crooks and whisky peddlers. 

At a moment of public emergency 
he defiantly cast aside all regard for 
public decency and good govern- 
ment and spat in the face of the 
Law Enforcement League of Atlan- 
ta and all law abiding citizens and 
hftrled defiance to the solemn warn- 
ings of Solicitor Boykin. Judge 
Humphries and the presentments of 
the Fulton county grand jury. 

Then and there, I decided this is 
no time for conservative and decent 
citizens, men and women, mothers 
and fathers of Atlanta to be ap- 
proving a bond issue for more than 
elght million dollars to be misspent 
by that kind of a city government

But our deep interest in the 
schools and in the welfare of the 
city oVercame what we had con- 
cluded to be an unsurmountable ob- 
jection, and so, notwithstanding our 
complete disgust at the attitude of 
council and at existing administra- 
tive conditions in the city, we de- 
cided to vote for the whole issue 
with the hope and confidence that 
at the next public election the good 
people of this city will be suff- 
clently aroused to elect a council 
which can safely be counted upon 
to administer the bonds and with- 
out being charged with encourag- 


ing by their conduct the crooks, 
mblers and murderers who have 
n infesting this city for the past 
year or so. 

Like good citizens, we put our 
trust in Atlanta and voted for the 
bonds in spite of council, and there 
are thousands of other Atlantans 
who did the same thing.

Senator Pittman Tells 
Why Uniform Negotiable 
Act Was Killed 


Editor Constitution: In your 
daily Constitution of March 7, 1921, 
you published an article from J. H. 
Merrell, one of the Georgia commis- 
sioners on uniform laws. In that 
article Mr. Merrell gives a brief his- 
tory of the efforts made in the 
Georgia legislature to get the uni- 
form laws enacted in eorgia, and 
in part says: 

“I have secured, in both houses 
of the last legislature, the introduc: 
tion of the negotiable instruments 
act and the warehouse receipts act, 
and.the explanation of their fail- 
ure of passage given me Dy my 
friends was that their passage was 
blocked at the last moment by some 
of the alleged third house lobbyists 
who were incensed because the ad- 
vocates of the uniform laws had not 
dropped into and aided their 
schemes. So, until that bunch is 
killed off, it seems there is little 
hope of securing the adoption of 
these laws.” 

I am a member of the present leg- 
islature and as such carried with 
me to the session of 1919 a short 
legislative program in which was 
the uniform negotiable instruments 
act. I found that Senator J. QW. 
Smith, of the seventh senatorial dis- 
trict, contemplated the introduction 
of the same act, so we jointly in- 
troduced the above act, on the sec- 
ond day of the session of 1919, and 
immediately passed the act through 
the senate, without a single dis- 
senting vote, explaining at the time 
that it was an act already passed 
by and operating in every state of 
the American union, except Geor- 
gia, and explaining further that the 
commercial world war demanding 
its passage; that the American 
Bankers’ association and the Ameri- 
can Bar association had each, in 
conventions assembled, approved the 
act and asked for its passage in 
Georgia, the last state. 

The act was immediately trans- 
mitted to the house and was delay- 
ed there, due partly to its length 
and later to certain legislative 
comity due one member by another. 

It happened this way: Senator J. 
Q. Smith and I fought upon the 
floor of the senate an act which 
our constituents had asked us to 
fight (which act I do not feel justi- 
fied to name an act which 
we believed Avas a \child conceived 
and born. the lotlby. The chal- 
lenge immediately ached us that 
unless the act, Wich we fought, 
was allowed to pgss the senate, all 
acts of whatsoever nature that we 
had introduced would be hunted 
down and outlawed by the father 
or proponent of the killed act. We 
explained that the uniform negotia- 
ble instrument act was not a prod- 


uct of our own, but Was an act 
conceived by and nurtured in and 
out of the best brain of the land 
and came in answer to a cry of 


| the commercial world and our an- 


swers were: “It is not our own. We 
have introduced it to bring Georgia 
in line with the other states of 
the union. If you want to kill 
it to force our hands and votes 
upon and for a measure which our 
constituency opposes. you will have 
to kill it. We do not propose to 
rape our consciences and betray our 
constituency that you may nurture 


‘a ‘lobby child.’” 


So the uniform negotiable instru- 
ment act was killed for spite and 
revenge against individuals. but 
that spite and revenge dart failed 
to hit the individual but hit the 
state of Georgia and commerce in 
general. 

Let us hope that the next legis- 
lature will see to it that there shall 
be no “revenge deaths” to acts like 
these that are so greatly demanded 
by those who have studied the needs 
of our people and our country.

TALKS TO SPECIAL CLASSES—I. 
A TALK TO DOCTORS. 

Up to recently, writes a layman, 
we were dependent upon faddists, 
almanacs, health cults and patent 
medicine advertisements for our 
knowledge of hygiene. When we 
employed physicians they gave us 
dope instead of knowledge. When 
we went to the hospital the physi- 
cians instructed the nurses, not the 
patient. Then the doctors broke 
into print After that I got a 
crumb here and there and am now, 
at 48, in perfect health—though' I 
had often been under the doctor's 
care and in hospital. 

All the people, continues this lay- 
man, are interested in personal and 
public health. .The new - Sarah 
Gamps are commencing to quote Dr. 
Brady and similar writers. What 
evangels of fresh air, exercise, child 
nourishment and sound sanifation 
we will have when Sairey gets her 
head straightened out—her heart 
has usually been right and she is 
always industrious. 

The doctors should not despair of 
us all when we show abysmal ig- 
norance of hygiene, physiology or 
medical ethics. No one knew these 
things but the doctors, and not un- 
til the past few years have they 
made any effort to instruct us— 
they have left us to the tender mer- 
cies of the quack and legendary in- 
formation. I sometimes suspect the 
doctors themselves didn’t know 
much about health until lately. If 
they had real knowledge of, hy- 
giene they kept it well under the 
bushel and never by any chance 
kicked it over. 

More or less solid truth is what 
this layman says. Only he doesn’t 
carry on to the logical end. Let’s 
finish the story, brethren and sis- 
tern. 

About the time “the doctors broke 
into print” a whole pack of new- 
fangled healing systems likewise 
broke in, and the prononents and 
practitioners of the new “schools” 
broke in, and the proponents and 
kept eternally at it, although every 
drop of ink they used cost them a 
handsome penny, whereas we doc- 
tors not only do not have to pay 
for privilege, but some of us are 
actually paid for giving the peo- 
ple information or instruction on 
health, 

According to the principles of 
medical ethics, one time called the 
code of medical ethics, section 3. 
ehapter II.—‘“Physicians should 
warn the public against the devices 
practiced and the false pretensions 
made by charlatans which may 


mae injury to health and loss of 
Se. 


And according to section 2, chap- 
ter II.—‘“Physicians, as good citi- 
zens and because their professional 


training especially qualifies them 
to render this service, should give 
advice pee en the public health 
of the community.” 


There still prevails amongst us 
something like our layman describes 


—we keep our knowledge well un- 
der the bushel, whereas the time 
has come when the public should be 
enlightened by physicians.

GEORGIA 
REDUCTION IN RATES 


Freight Charges on Fruits 
and Vegetables to East 
Remain Unchanged. 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON, 

Washington, March 8.—(Special.) 
The interstate commerce commis- 
sion announced today that it would 
not reduce the existing higa freight 
rates on fruits and vegetabies from 
Georgia to eastern points. The an- 
nouncement came in a lettcr to Sen- 
ator Harris from the chairman of 
the commiission, Edgar E. Clark. 

In the letter which the. senator 
addressed to the commission he dis- 
cussed primarily the very high rates 
particularly of peaches, watermel- 
ons and vegetables, anl told the 
commission that the presefit prohib- 
itive rates would mean ruin to 


Georgia industries which have al- 
ready suffered severely vccause of 
the depressi or. in prices on agr:cul- 
tural products. In Decembe. tne 
senator and the commission ex- 
changed correspondence concerning 
the high freight and passenger rates 
and reference is made to thut dis- 
cussion in the letter received today 
from Chairman Clark. It follows: 
Clark's Letter. 

“I wish it were possible for me 
to write you encouragingly in re- 
sponse to your letter of tae 3rd in- 
stant, but I do not see inat i can 
add to what I said in my ictter to 
you of December 22 on the same 
subject, to-wit, the probability of 
reductions in freight rates. 

“The situation is not so goud now 
as it was in December. ‘There has 
been quite a substantial faliing off 
in general traffic. The average 
operating ratio of the railreads ot 
the United States is something over 
90. That means that for every 
dollar that the ra.lroads earn tuey 
pay out in operating expenses more 
than 90 cents. Due to the narrow 
margin between revenue an:i oper- 
ating eypenses and fixed charzes 
and a good Many are not even earn- 
ing their operating expenses, lUn- 
der these circumstances it is diffi- 
cult to find an argument in favor 
of reduced rates unless in .nstances 
in which it can be shown that the 
rates are stifling the traffic anc 
that lower rates which would still 
be compensatory woul! effect a 
movement from which there would 
be some return. 

Florida Figures. 

“T have just been going over-.some 
figures of the shipments of fruits 
ané vegetables from Florida for the 
season of 1920-1921 as compared 
with the season 1919-1920. These 
ficures show that from Novemter ], 
1919. to February 28, 1920, both 
dates inclusive, the number of car- 
loads of fruits ani vesetanies ship- 
ped from Florida by rail was 26,355, 
as compared with 28 420 carionds 
during the same period in the sea- 
son of 1920-1921.” \ 

It is contended by Georgians that 
the railroads and the public are 
both suffering from the very high 
rates, which-would be partially re- 
lieved if rates were reducer and 
traffic would natural'y increase, 
providing more revenuc for the 
reads in the aggregate than now 
afforded.

Another War Is Looming 


Sir Phillips Gibbs, Famous War Correspondent, and 
Frank H: Simonds, Leading War Commentator, 
Hold Conflicting Views.

Washington, March 8.—In the ex- 
aminaation of the preseht phase of 
the latest European crisis it is es- 
sential to recognize at once that 
While the new invasion of Germa- 
ny does not now mean war, and 
may not, in. fact, mean war. not 
only is war a possibility, but the 
preliminary « military operation 
strikes at the center of all possi- 
ble German resistante, were war to 
result. 

This is the case, because the oc- 
cupation of the Rhine gateway to 
the Ruhr region is, in reality, the 
first long step toward the occupa- 
tion of that great industrial region 
in which are situated the Krupp 
works and the other great estab- 
lishments, which would have to sup- 
ply Germany with the larger frac- 
tion of her mechanical means for 
defending herself. 

Since the Silesian district is now 
in allied hands and allied garrisons 
there could promptly be reinforced 
by Polish divisions near at hand, 
the Ruhr is the single available 
source for Germar munitions. Go- 
ing back nearly seven years, it will 
be recalled that one of the argu- 
ments most frequently advanced by 
the Germans in defense of their in- 
vasion of Belgium was the fact that 
allied advance through Belgium 
would bring the enemy close to the 


great Essen district and thus to the | 


source of German military supplies 

as well of German coal, the basis 

of all German war industry. 
Decisive Thrust. 

It is plain, then, that the occu- 
pation of the gateway to the Ruhr 
while having the character of a 
purely punitive and political ges- 
ture, in reality represents a deci- 
sive thrust at the vital center of 
any possible German resistance. 
Granted that Germany is incapable 
of sustained military effort,

Washington, March 8.—Physical 
resistance on the part of Germany, 
is, of course, possible either now 
or in the near future to an advance 
of allied troops to enforce repara- 
tions. The popular idea in some 
countries that Germany has a se- 
cretly organized army ready to take 
the field again and to renew war 
on the old scale is an utter delus- 
ion. : 

I saw the German war machine 
broken to bits and the wreckage of 
it abandoned or surrendered. So it 
remained, Although beyond doubt 
Germany has hundreds of thousands 
of men still armed with rifles and 
machine guns who could suppress 
or lead uprisings in their own 
country and engage in a serious 
form of guerrilla or anarchial war- 
fare. 

That is quite a different thing 
from endeavoring to oppose the 
military power of France, belgium 
and Great Britain as established on 
the Rhine with masses of heavy 
artillery and full equipment of ev- 
ery kind. At the word fire, many 
industrial cities would be delivered 
to destruction, though no such word 
will be given. ‘ 

Two Aspects. 

I regard this matter of the allied 
advance from two different aspects. 
In one way it may do no harm and 
clear the air of mystery and camou- 
flage, besides bringing to the Ger- 
man people a sharp reminder as to 
who won the war. That reminder 


is needed, not by the mass of work- 
ers and their womefi, who Know 


their ruin and have to pay the price 
of it, but the junkers and the big 
industrial magnates who are still 
trying to evade the penalty of their 
evil acts and trying by every arti-

Suns; conceding that any resistance 
would be necessarily weak and fu- 
tile it is the elimination of her in- 
dustrial machinery which clinches 
the situation and insures her ap- 
proximate helplessness. 

German Policy, so far as it 
revealed itself up to the present mo- 
ment. does not suggest any thought 
of military resistance. Qn the con- 
trary there is every indication that 
the Germans mean to employ pas- 
sive resistance, but to submit and 
at the same time cease to produce 
coal for the allies and demonstrate 
that mere force cannot compel 
reparation payment. The German 
gamble is based on the calculation 
that the self-interests of many na- 
tions will in the end bring to Ger- 
many foreign support against 
French policy, which must other- 
wise end in paralyzing the German 
markets for the rest of the world 
and thus add to the economic chaos 
of the world. 

Passive Resistance. 

But a policy of passive resistance 
is after all a dangerous expedient. 
We have all seen in recent months 
how Irish passive resistance has 
in the end led to something approx- 
imating war. When foreign armies 
are séent into countries as armies 
of occupation incidents are almost 
inevitable, incidents which amount 
to conflicts, to street rioting, to 
ambushes and the like, and it Is 
clear, also that, given the: temper 
of the French quite as much as of 
the Gtrmans incidents can only lead 
to far graver developments, to re- 
prisals of the sort which the Ger- 
man gave final illustration of in 
his still unforgotten invasions of 
Belgium and France. 

The real truth is that the whole 
allied policy, British as well as 
American—American while we re- 
mained a party to the world settle- 
ment, British ever since—has brok- 
en down in the face of German re- 
sistance. A situation has arisen in 
which the British and for that mat- 
ter the Italians and Belgians, who 
are also parties to the London con- 
ference, have had to choose between 
going along with the French aad ex- 
ercising such moderating influence 
as they may be able or stepping 
aside and leaving the French with 
absolute freedom of action and with 
an additional bitterness growing out 
of their feeling of isolation. 

Guerrilla Warfare. 

Whether we are to have one more 
demonstration such as took -.place 
last summer when the French oc- 
cupied Frankfort, a demonstration 
which had no serious consequences 
and was followed. by a German sub- 
mission, or whether we are to have 
& new world crisis, something ap- 
proximating guerrilla warfare, with 
all the incidental destructions and 
devastations, with ail the attendant 
dislocation of werld business, is now 
a matter of pure chance. We are, in 
fact, at the mercy of some chance 
aifray, some local disturbance which 
will lead to a new Irish situation, 
with all the expansion of the field 
and of the importunce which the rel- 
ative sizes of Germany and Ireland 
make inevitable. 

And even if the present occupa- 
tion does not provoke the deluge, we 
are manifestly only at the begin- 
ning, for Germany has frankly 
adopted a course which can only 
lead to new crises and new perils. 
The treaty of Versailles has com- 
rietely broken down. The  settle- 
ment of Paris has endetli in a fresh 
ard complete unsettlement. Force 
and force alone has been proven the 
sole method of collecting repara- 
tions and enforcing German dis- 
armament, and since thirty years is 
the shortest period anyone has sug- 
gested for the completion of Ger- 
man payment, we seem doomed to 
face a full generation of the exercise 
of force. 

Werld Conditions. 

Actually, with a new revolution 
on foot in Russia; with the domes- 
tic conditions of Poland and Ruma- 
nia critical; with Austria starving:

The best that can now 
be hoped for is that any real catas- 
cropne will be avoided, that the al- 
lied occupation of the Ruhr will pro- 
voke no German resistance or 
French reprisals, that after the brief 
show of resistance of the passi 
sort now planned Germany will subp 
mit to terms and accept the ne 
terms. in, good faith. 

All of"this is possible, a portion 
Iikely. Dut in sum total it is highly 
improbable, and what is likely ts the 
creation of new resentments and 
new hatreds leading to new demon- 
strations and fresh dangers. Mean- 
time, the word is again with Foch, 
with all that this means after more 
than two years of hoping and wait- 


has ' 


they have hoped and still hope to 
sustain a bluff. For those people 
there is still no argument but the 
proof of force. I feel no sense of 
mercy for them. 

There is a second aspect, howev- 
er which must be considered and 
it is on that account that I have 
some doubts as to the advantages 
of the advance. 

Economic View. 

It is an economic aspect, not 
without a spiritual influence. The 
questions I ask myself are: First, 
will an allied advance enable Ger- 
many to pay the indemnities more 
promptly and more fully if it Is 
possible for her to pay the amount 
demanded, and, secondly, is this pol- 
icy likely to demobilige hatred 
which is one of the urgent needs 
of the world? I am not satisfied 
that even if the allies established 
headquarters at Berlin and con- 
trolled all German finance and trade 
they would be able to secure the full 
payment of indemnifies, for that de- 
pends utterly upen the willing anc 
continuous industry of German 
workers. If they adopted passive 
resistance there would bé no great 
payments. If they revolted or weak- 
ened in their work there would be 
no remedy. If they break into 
anarchy all Europe will. feel the 
hurt and be stricken by new disease, 

The state of the world is, in my 
cpinion, so serious that we must 
consider these things scientifically, 
even though vengeance may not be 
enjoyed nor the strict measure of 
justice satisfied. I am told by some 
great financiers that Germany can- 
not pay all asked of her, though she 
can pay much. I believe also that 
the German factory hands are un- 
Gcernourished, with less fats than 
the body needs. 

Dangerousf 

Tf these statements are true com- 
ralsion to the utter limit is danger- 
ovs to Europe, in need of recovery 
and economic revival everywhere. 
Then again the people yearn for for- 
getfulness of hate and for progress 
towards general peace and mora! 
health. This advance, necessary as 
it may be, sets the clock back to 
something like war time and stirs 
the old flames of passion which 
were dying down. That, I regret. 
though I end by saying that what 
Germany can pay In reason and jus- 
tice she must pay and be compelled 
to pay because France has suffcred 
more by many times. though Ger- 
many was vanquished.

WATSON T0 OPPOSE 
COLOMBIAN TREATY

Griffin, Ga., March 8.—(Special.) 

Letting precept preach a good- 
roads gospel to Georgia and the 


south, Spalding county today for- 
mally opened the great i14-mile 
stretch of concrete road_ that 
reaches from Henry county on the 
north to Lamar on the south, and 
forms Spalding’s section of the 
Dixie highway. Between Chicago 
and Miami, on the transectional 
thoroughfare, there is no county 
which has yet duplicated the feat. 

Citizens of Griffin, seat of the 
county, are justly proud of their 
accomplishment. Tuesday the lead- 


ers in the hard work that procured 
the finished road showed their 


guests from all corners of the state 
what they have—showed them in a 
whirling motor ride that took them 
over its extent twice. Up from 
Griffin six miles to the Henry 
county line, back through Griffin 
and out to the Lamar county line 
and. back to the County capital, 
where Tuncheon was served, and 
where the co-operation which made 
the feat possible was explained by 
the citizens and lauded by the 
visitors. 

The road itself is one of the pret- 
tiest stretches on the continent. 
Fourteen miles without a flaw; 
fourteen miles of concrete, 18 feet 
wide and 8 inches’ thick, which, 
according to experts in roadbuild- 
ing, will last for generations. The 
speed limits were lifted for the 


jaunt Tuesday; motorcycle police- 
men led the procession, and at a 
40-mile gait the two score cars sped 
over the route with such a mini- 
mum of vibration that reporters, if 
so inclined, could easily write 
legible notes to remind them of the 
things they were seeing, hearing 
and thinking. 

Following the motorcyclists was 
the car of the Griffin Woman’s 
club, an organization which has 
been invaluable in the ultimate at- 
tainment of this, Spalding coyunty’s 
new and worthy boast. Mrs. W. G. 
Nichols piloted the car, and with 
her rode Mesdames W. E. H. Searcy, 
president of the club; W. B. Roys- 
ter, J. M. Brawner and Miss Opal 
Smith. 

“Tobe” Wallace There. 


Another notable figure among 
those gathered for the celebration 
was J. E. Wallace, chairman of the 
county commissioners and a little 
more than universally known as 
“Tobe.” He is the man who con- 
tinually gets t credit from Grif- 
fin and Spalding county, and is 
likewise the man who grows im- 
passioned with his earnest desire 
to relegate the credit to the ever- 
lasting team work of the citizens. 
“Tobe” Wallace is responsible for 
the emphatic assertion that the 
north-and-south boulevard is just 
a starter; the east-and-west reach 
is next, he says, and then some. 

Other county commissioners are 
Cc. L. Elder and W. A. Jester, and 
coupled with the praise which one 
hears on every hand for them are 
words. of commendation for W. B. 
Royster, secretary of the board of 
trade of Griffin, who has been a 
ringleader in the fight which has 
been waged for seven years to put 
Griffin on the Dixie highway and 
to merit her final placement on it 
by fulfilment of the promises she 
has made to construct an ideal 
ay of road as her segment 
of it. 

Dr. J. M. Thomas, a member of 
the board of education, who presid- 
ed at the luncheon, is another who 
exudes the optimism and confidence 
that is so paramount in Griffin 
that the phrase “hard times” has 
been supplanted by “let’s go!” in 
the Griffinites vocabulary. Dr. 
Thomas, while driving his car over 
the one-mile stretch by the gov- 
ernment experiment station, gave 
vent to the following facts about 
Griffin: She is the Turkish towel 
center of the world; she has the 
largest bell-pepper farm on the 
globe, producing a million plants 
yearly, cultivating 800 acres for the 
snappy comestible. He gave other 
facts, many of: them. He's a hu- 
manized guide book.

this morning at daybreak to see 
Rhine boats mooring north and 
south of the city, loaded with troops 
and war materials. 

Tanks-and Cavalry. 

British tanks and cavalry landed 
to the north, and French =rtillery 
and engineers landed to the south 
of the city. The Anglo-French 
forces massed around Duesseldorf, 
while Belgian infantry, which had 
concentrated yesterday at Crefeld, 
crossed the bridge into the center 
of the city. 

Great Britain's contribution to the 
occupational forces along the Rhine 
for the present is to be confined to 
cavalry, tanks and a small flotilla of 
boats, in addition to a small comple- 
ment of soldiers. It is officially an- 
nounced that no troops will be sent 
from England to the Rhine. 

Moving into Germany without op- 
position, without even open grum- 
bling that might have been expect- 
ed from the inhabitants, British, 
French and Belgian soldiers of all 
branches of service poured over the 
roads through the night and accom- 
Plished the task set for them by 
Marshal Foch in less than twenty- 
four hours from the moment the or- 
der went forth at London. 

Without Incident. 

“Without incident” describes the 
advance of the allies. On the Ger- 
man side there were warnings to the 
populations of the occupied zones 
to betray no hostile feeling by word 
or act, and to accept the movement 
with patience. On the part of the 
allied commanders there were proc- 


lamations declaring that there was 


no “hostility” in the movement, and 
that the private life and work of 
the residents would not be subject 


to interference. 


As the cord was tightening around 
Germany, a new customs line run- 
ning parallel te the Rhine was be- 
ing established. It is through 
this steel-enforced line that the al- 
lies will collect what they have de- 
clared are their dues. 

The operations were conducted 
under the chief command of Gen- 
eral Degoutte, and carried out un- 
der the personal direction of Gen- 
eral Gaucher, Degoutte’s headquar- 
ters were at Neuss, opposite Dussel- | 
dorf. 

German Proclamation. 

Hardly had the troop movement | 
proceeded long enough to permit of | 
the first contingents to cross the'| 
Rhine bridges, backed by a showing | 
of tanks, armored cars, artillery 
and bayonets, than the usual procla- | 
mations appeared on German walls. 


They read, in a conciliatory tone 
that seems very far away from some 
of the proclamations of 1914, as fol- 
lows: 

“The German representatives at 
London have presented propositions 
showing that the German govern- 
ment does not wish to fulfill the 
terms of the peace treaty. Accord- 
ingly, the allies are forced to apply 
the sanctions (penalties) and have 
unanimously decided to assure them- 
selves of new guarantees for the 
purpose of forcing Germany to ex- 
ecute the treaty’s clauses. 


Regieme of Order. 


“Allied troops are, therefore, or- 
dered to occupy Dusseldorf, Duis- 
berg and Rohrort. This measure 
means no hostility against the popu- 
lations if the restrictions which the 
military authorities deem necessary 
to impoge are strictly observed. The 
economic life of the region will re- 
main untouched. The working pop- 
ulation will retain their full facili- 
ties for working, while the allied

“The allied commander expects to 
inaugurate in the newly occupied 
territory a regime of liberty and 
order necessary for the development 
ef prosperity.”

GERMAN DELEGATES 
LEAVE LONDON. 

London. March 8.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The German dele- 
gates to the reparations congres® 
here left London for Berlin at 2 
o’clock this afternoon and seemed | 
pleased to get away. Their depar- 
ture was without incident, a number 
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of persons, mostly German residents 
of London, being at the station to 
see them off. 

Dr. Walter Simons, German for- 
eign minister and head of the dele- 
gation, and Major General von 
Seecht, German chief of staff, stood 
beside the train to be photographed. 
The Germans will proceed from Os- 
tend, Belgium, to Berlin on a spe- 
cial non-stop train.

“Will ‘the American people ever 
accept the dictum that all industry 
of a class must Day the same wages, 
regardless of local conditions, la- 
bor conditions and chmatic condi- 
tions?” asked Colonel B. L. Bugg, 
ex-president and receiver of the At- 
lanta, Birmingham and Atlantic 
railroad, in an address at the week- 
ly luncheon of the Lions’ club Tues-~

“If that should prevail.’ he warn- 
ed, “we are going down to destruc-

Law of Supply and Demand, 

“The fundamental and irrevocable 
economic law which rules. neither 
employer nor employee can over- 
come, is the law of supply and de- 
mand. However much the emptoyees 
may fight it by specia¥ legislation, 
bills of rights or the rights of man, 
in the end the law which poverns 
irresistibly, is the law of supply and 
demand.

To End Agreements. 

Chicago, March 8.—The railroads 
of the country are fighting to “do 
away with all agreements and with 
all negotiations,” between the roads 
and their employees, Daniel W. 
Helt, president of the Railroad 
Signalmen of America, declared to- 
day in giving rebuttal testimony in 
the rules hearing before the Trail- 
road labor board. 

“The roads’ demand for theright 
of individual negotiation is merely 
a bluff,” Mr. Felt said, “for I un- 
derstand they really were given 
that in decision No, 2 of the board, 
which granted the wage increases. 

“The national agreements have 
compensated employees for the fact 
that the wage increasés in many 
instances have not kept pace with 
the cost of living.

Fail te Meet Agreement. 

New York, March 8.—New York 
Central railroad officials and repre- 
sentatives of common labor or: 
ed by that system failed today to 
reach an agreement at a conference 
called to discuss proposed reduc- 
tions in the pay of unskilled work- 


men. 

The railroad proposed cuts rang- 
ing from 5% cents to 14 cents an 
hour, effective April 1. Declining 
to accept them, the labor repre- 
sentatives said they would discuss 
the matter with the men.
